The  Class  of  1915,  "The  Class  with  the  Spirit,"  has  established 
an  enviable  record  in  Alumni  annals.  Inventors  of  the  Mid-Winter 
Reunion,  now  held  annually  by  many  classes  each  March  in  connection 
with  the  Princeton-Pennsylvania  basketball  game ;  donors  of  the  "Class 
of  1915  Award"  which  has  become  the  most  cherished  honor  for  athletes 
on  the  campus;  originators  of  the  Class  Endowment  Insurance  Fund 
which  has  brought  gifts  of  considerable  size  to  the  University;  the 
Class  holds  virtually  all  reunion  records  for  attendance,  loyalty  and 
enthusiasm,  and  has  enjoyed  itself  hugely  in  the  bargain. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Reunion,  held  in  September,  1940,  in  connection 
with  the  Bicentennial  Celebration,  was  no  exception  to  the  rule.  This 
little  book  memorializes  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of  those  who  par- 
ticipated, and  their  regret  at  the  absence  of  some  who  could  not  attend. 
The  "Twenty-fifth  Reunion  Record"  was  made  possible  largely  through 
the  unselfish  labor  and  generosity  of  Leidy  Brendlinger,  of  Norristown, 
and  his  tireless  secretary,  Miss  Alice  Custer.  Charlie  Fox  has  done 
the  printing  for  us  on  a  minimum  cost  basis.  If  the  members  of  the 
class  find  pleasure  in  glancing  through  the  following  pages,  thank 
Brenny  and  Charlie. 

Official  University  catalogues  show  that  675  freshmen  entered  in 
the  fall  of  1911,  and  that  330  seniors  were  graduated  in  June,  1915. 
For  purposes  of  this  volume,  all  of  those  who  were  ever  identified  with 
us  are  included  in  the  Class  List,  which  contains  717  names.  The 
Necrology  shows  that  92  members  of  the  class  are  no  longer  with  us. 
Unfortunately,  the  addresses  of  73  have  been  lost  and  we  were  unable 
to  communicate  with  them.  Many  of  the  141  who  did  not  reply  to 
our  questionnaire  were  with  us  only  briefly  and  owe  allegiance  to  other 
classes  or  other  institutions.  Biographical  data  were  submitted  by  411 
classmates  and  are  presented  herewith.  They  comprise  76  per  cent  of 
the  available  list.  The  winners  of  the  Class  of  1915  Award  and  the 
distinguished  roll  of  "Hornery  Members"  have  also  been  included. 

Most  of  the  personal  information  was  collected  in  the  spring  of  1940. 
Publication  was  delayed  in  the  hope  of  making  the  "Twenty-fifth 
Reunion  Record"  as  nearly  complete  as  possible.  Some  of  the  material 
is  already  out-dated.  Your  editorial  staff  is  most  anxious  to  receive 
additions,  corrections,  or  supplementary  information  of  any  kind.

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TWENTY-FIFTH  REUNION  REPORT 
Homer  R.  Sullivan,  Chairman 
Karl  G.  Miller,  Secretary 

In  staging  its  Twenty-fifth  Reunion,  "The  Class  with  the  Spirit" 
surpassed  its  previous  fine  record  and  wrote  a  new  chapter  in  Penn- 
sylvania alumni  history.  Breaking  with  the  long  tradition  of  June 
reunions  1915  joined  the  University  family  in  the  Bicentennial  Cele- 
bration and  responded  nobly  to  the  uncertainties  of  a  September  gather- 
ing with  the  largest  numbers,  the  widest  geographical  distribution,  and 
the  finest  enthusiasm  within  the  memory  of  man. 

Although  the  University's  dignified  and  successful  Bicentennial  Week 
began  on  Monday,  the  16th,  the  Class  of  1915  did  not  present  itself 
as  such  until  the  Alumni  Day  program  on  Friday,  when  more  than 
fifty  classmates  reported  at  the  Reunion  Headquarters  in  Franklin 
Dormitory.  The  Friday  morning  exercises  were  held  in  a  specially 
constructed  open-air  theatre  in  the  Big  Quad  with  more  than  five  thou- 
sand alumni  on  hand.  Of  particular  interest  were  the  presentation 
of  the  Bicentennial  Fund  of  more  than  five  million  dollars  to  President 
Gates,  the  sealing  of  a  stainless  steel  coffer  containing  many  University 
records  to  be  opened  at  the  Tercentenary  in  the  year  2040,  and  brief 
addresses  by  prominent  alumni  and  selected  undergraduate  leaders. 

Following  an  al  fresco  luncheon  in  the  dormitory  enclosure,  the 
greatest  Alumni  Parade  in  University  history  formed  to  march  to 
Philadelphia's  nearby  Convention  Hall  which  was  jam-packed  with  an 
audience  of  fifteen  thousand  (more  than  thirty  thousand  requested 
tickets)  for  the  climax  convocation  of  the  Celebration.  On  this  occa- 
sion addresses  were  delivered  by  President  Gates,  Supreme  Court  Jus- 
tice Owen  J.  Roberts,  the  Chief  Justice  of  Canada,  and  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Friday  evening  was  given  over  to  the  Philadelphia  Civic  Celebration 
of  the  Bicentennial  in  the  form  of  a  Water  Pageant  on  the  Schuylkill 
River  in  Fairmount  Park,  with  an  estimated  audience  of  300,000  per- 
sons. The  outstanding  event  in  this  brilliant  and  elaborate  entertain- 
ment was  the  review  of  oarsmen,  with  more  than  a  thousand  active 
and  veteran  sweep-swingers  occupying  innumerable  shells:  singles, 
doubles,  quads,  eights  and  barges,  on  the  flood-lit  river.  A  large  1915 
delegation  was  included  in  the  three  hundred  Pennsylvania  alumni  who 
participated  in  this  remarkable  and  spectacular  water-parade. 

Appointed  delegates  represented  the  Class  at  the  Convocation  in 
Convention  Hall  on  Saturday  morning  which  officially  closed  the 
Bicentennial  Celebration.  On  this  occasion  representatives  of  more  than 
400  educational  institutions,  including  150  college  and  university  presi- 
dents, paid  their  respects  to  Pennsylvania,  and  honorary  degrees  were 
conferred  on  twenty  distinguished  scholars,  among  them  Herbert 
Hoover  who  had  participated  in  the  educational  and  scientific  sessions 
of  the  week. 
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It  soon  became  evident,  however,  that  all  of  the  learned  addresses  and 
symposia,  the  receptions.,  orchestra  concerts,  water  pageants  and  convoca- 
tions were  merely  curtain-raisers  for  the  Twenty-fifth  Reunion  of  the 
Class  of  1915.  The  Reunion  Luncheon  in  Houston  Hall  on  Saturday, 
September  21st,  was  attended  by  144  members  of  the  class  and  17 
"hornery1  members  and  guests.  President  Charles  Y.  Fox  opened  the 
proceedings  by  introducing  Homer  Sullivan,  Reunion  Chairman,  as 
master  of  ceremonies,  and  there  was  not  an  idle  moment  until  the  meet- 
ing adjourned  after  three  o'clock.  During  the  course  of  the  program, 
each  member  of  the  class  was  introduced  individually,  and  brief  addresses 
were  made  by  members  of  the  faculty  who  had  given  instruction  to  those 
present  during  their  undergraduate  days.  Provost-Emeritus  Josiah  H. 
Penniman,  Provost  George  W.  McClelland,  Dean-Emeritus  Warren 
Popsy  Laird  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts,  Dean  William  E.  Lingelbach 
of  the  College,  Dean  Harold  Pender  of  the  Moore  School,  and  Pro- 
fessors James  T.  Young,  William  P.  Harbeson,  Hiram  S.  Lukens, 
George  A.  MacFarland,  and  Thomas  D.  Cope  were  cordially  wel- 
comed by  the  Class.  Vice-President  George  A.  Brakeley  of  Princeton 
University  (1915  Horn.)  spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  the  Bicentennial 
Celebration  and  congratulated  Pennsylvania  on  having  at  last  told 
the  world  something  of  its  long-concealed  virtues.  Of  particular  inter- 
est during  the  luncheon  period  were  a  number  of  selections  sung  by 
twenty  former  members  of  the  Glee  Club  under  the  direction  of  Paul 
Hesser.  The  enthusiastic  response  of  the  audience  indicated  that  a  mere 
quarter  of  a  century  without  rehearsals  had  not  phased  the  songsters. 

A  brief  business  meeting,  with  President  Fox  presiding,  brought  the 
luncheon  session  to  a  close.  Dean  Al  Williams,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Nominating  Committee,  presented  a  plan  by  which  a  new  Class  Presi- 
dent is  to  be  elected  annually  with  the  term  running  from  one  Mid- 
winter Reunion  to  the  next,  except  that  the  President  elected  in  March, 
1944,  will  serve  until  the  30th  Reunion  in  1945.  The  motion  further 
provided  that  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  be  elected  for  five- 
year  terms.  This  proposal  was  adopted  viva  voce,  and  the  nominating 
committee  then  presented  the  name  of  Charles  S.  Walton,  Jr.,  as 
President  of  the  Class  for  1940-41.  Popular  "Pud"  thus  resumed  the 
office  to  which  he  was  elected  just  twenty-nine  years  ago  when  he 
became  Freshman  President.  There  was  no  contest  in  the  re-election 
of  Bob  Ferguson  and  Karl  Miller  as  Treasurer  and  Secretary  respect- 
ively. The  luncheon  meeting  adjourned  after  a  few  words  of  acknowl- 
edgment by  the  new  President,  to  reconvene  at  the  Hotel  Chelsea  later 
in  the  afternoon. 

For  those  who  have  attended  one  of  1915's  five-year  reunions  at 
Atlantic  City  no  detailed  description  is  necessary;  for  those  who  have 
not,  mere  words  are  quite  inadequate.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  Transporta- 
tion Committee  Bill  Simpson  saw  that  everyone  got  started  for  the 
shore,  and  that  headquarters,  as  usual,  were  at  Julian  Hillman's  com- 
modious Hotel  Chelsea.    But  the  Reunion  Banquet  must  be  at  a  night 
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club_in  1920  it  was  the  "Knife  and  Fork,"  in  1925  we  went  to  the 
"Silver  Slipper,"  but  the  Fifteenth,  Twentieth,  and  now  the  Twenty- 
fifth  all  at  the  Club  Babette.  Julian  Hillman's  arrangements  were 
most  satisfactory,  and  the  Saturday  night  program  was  voted  a  huge 
success  by  the  ninety-nine  members  of  the  Class  who  were  present. 
This  was  by  far  the  largest  number  to  have  participated  in  an  Atlantic 
City  reunion. 

Sunday  breakfast,  at  such  a  time,  at  the  Chelsea  and  then  a  lazy 
sunny  morning  on  the  boardwalk,  in  the  ocean,  on  the  beach,  or  loafing 
in  an  easy  chair  on  the  hotel  terrace.  The  final  event  of  the  Reunion 
program,  and  one  of  the  most  enjoyable,  was  Sunday  dinner  in  the 
banquet  hall  of  the  Chelsea  with  practically  every  man  present  and 
accounted  for.  After  a  delicious  meal,  President  Charlie  Fox  passed 
on  the  official  gavel  to  President  Charlie  Walton,  who  then  entertained 
a  motion  by  Bill  Swingle  for  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring 
president  for  his  untiring  and  devoted  service  to  the  Class  during  the 
past  five  years.  There  was  no  dissenting  voice.  Pud  then  announced 
his  appointments  on  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  coming  term, 
including  Charlie  Fox  for  the  College;  Larry  Huston,  Wharton 
School;  Charlie  Thompson,  Engineers;  and  Walter  Antrim,  Architects. 
Jim  Patterson,  leaving  to  catch  a  train  for  Syracuse,  proposed  a  pledge 
by  all  present  to  meet  again  at  the  Thirtieth  Reunion  in  1945 ;  again 
none  opposed.  Frisco  Valdes  regaled  his  appreciative  audience  with  a 
series  of  his  own  inimitable  anecdotes,  the  Twenty-fifth  Reunion  was 
adjourned,  Bill  Simpson  saw  that  everyone  was  provided  with  trans- 
portation, and  that's  all.    Except  that  . 

The  Reunion  was  outstanding  in  the  wide  geographical  distribution 
of  those  attending,  and  in  the  fine  representation  of  the  different  under- 
graduate schools.  Of  the  148  members  participating,  71  came  from 
beyond  the  Philadelphia  area,  as  shown  in  the  "Roll  Call."  There 
were  27  alumni  of  the  College,  17  Architects,  51  from  the  Wharton 
School,  and  believe  it  or  not,  52  Engineers.  The  latter  comprised  13 
Mechanicals,  11  Civils,  12  Electricals,  11  Chemicals  and  5  Chemists.
